On the tith inst., two steamers made their ap- 
pearance off the harbor of V era Cruz, and although 
they passed within three miles of the Castle, 
they showed no colors. This is very uuusua', 
and more remarkable in this case, becauso ihe 
Castle fired a gun and displayed the Mexican col- 
ors, to attract Iheir attention. The actions of 
the strangers being very suspicions, this ship, to- 
gether with two small chartered steamers, the 
" Indianola " and the " Wave," were sent to 
Anton Lizardo, about twelve miles southard of 
Vera Cruz, to watch their movements. As we 
approached the anchorage of the steamers, one of 
them a. tempted to leave through the southern 
passage, "ur ship then fired a gun across her 
bows, not at her, to bring her to, this being the 
uacal way of notifying a suspected vessel that a 
man-of-war wishes to speak her j she should 
have hove to immediately, and showed her colors; 
she did neither, bul continued her (light ; then the 
" Indianola " and " Wave" were sent in chase. 
As the former approached her, he hailed her sev- 
eral times, ordering her to let go an auchor. The 
reply was a broadside gun, and s volley of mus- 
ketry, which wounded oueof our men. The first 
shot having been fired by them, there can be no 
blame attached to us for our course, which 
was to open fire upon them and continue it until 
they surrendered. The steamer at anchor, being 
under our broadside, made very little resistance ; 
but the running one fought as long ns there was 
any hope of escaping, which was about twenty 
minutes or half an hour. The steamers proved to 
be the " General Miramon " and the " Marquasa 
do Habana," loaded w ith munitions of war for the 
Church party of Mexico, and under the command 
of Admiral Marriu, an officer of that party. The 
fact of their firing into us first is sufiiicient in 
itself to justify us in capturing ihem ; but this is 
not all. Although they were commanded by a 
well-known traitor, now an adherent to Miramon, 
and although they were crpiipped as vessels of war, 
they, at least one of them, hoisted the Spanish 
Bag, and they have papers which declare them to 
be legal Spanish traders, which of courseare false. 

The simple fact that these vessels fitted out in 
Havana, where no private citizen is allowed to 
traflic in munitions of war, shows that the Spanish 
government must have assisted the expedition, 
thereby interfering in the civil war in Mexi 
co. This I believe will not be tolerated by 
our government, and the implicity of die authori- 
ties of Cuba in the affair may lead to serious re- 
sults. The commanding ollicer here has done his 
duty ; let us see what the people will sav about it.

Naval Fight in the Gulf— Mexican 
Steamers Captured— 15 Men Killed 
and 23 Wounded— Tlie News From 
Vera Ciuz 

[From theN. O. Picayune, Tuesday eveninc] 
The two steamer* captured by the United 
State sloop ofwar Saratoga, on the Mexican 
COMt. aad brought hither as yi7.es, sailed from 
Hifunn on the 27th ult The Marquee de la 
Habina is reported, by the Diario de la Marina, 
to hare cleared as a Spanish vessel; the Gener- 
al Miramon as a Mexican. They both cleared as I 
merchantmen, nor does it appear that at the time I 
of the clearance they had materials ol war on 
board. And this is stated to us on good authority, 
Irom Havana, to have been the fact. The guns, 
ammunition, store*, &c, were tiken on board j 
afterwards Of the fotmer, each steamer had 
»ix, twelve and twenty four pounders. or twelve, 
in all, stored below. As to the amount of stores 
and ammunition, we have only the general slate- j 
ment that both vessels were deeply laden. 

Both the M-trqucs de la Hal ana and Gen. Mir- 
amon were old Spanish mail steamers, plying on 
the Cub in coast. The latter was formerly known 
as Curreo No. 2. They were both built, we he- 
lieve, somewhere at the North, and one of them 
is said to have plied on the Sound before her pur- ' 
chase by the Spanish Goverumeut, but under what 
name it is not .'tuted. 

Of the actual nationality of the steamers we 
hare diverse reports. That most generally re- 
ceived is, that before fitting out for this last ex- 
pedition, ihey ha i been transferred to some nuent 
of the Miramon Governmont. The purchase 
money, $55,000, is said even to have been trans- 
mitted through the French Consulate at Vera 
Crux. 

It is simtevvhat singular, however, if the transfer 
was actually made, as reported, that one of them 
at least sliouM be reported cleared as a Spaniard. 
The H ivana c ustom-hou-e repons are very for- 
mal and proverbially accurate. It is also some- 
what singular, if true, as reported, that both ves- 
sels carried the SpanUh flag as they sailed from 
the port of Havana. 

After they had gotten out to sea, all accounts 
agree that the Mexican flag was hois ed,and the 
puna mounted. This is reported by the steam- j 
ship Mexico, which left them at Sisal, on the i 
2d. Com. Thomas M.«rir. was then in command ' 
of the expedition, boarded the Mexico in that ! 
capacity, and sent back dispatches to Havana bv 
her. Both vessels were then armed as war steam- | 
ers. 

CAPTURE OF THE STF.AMF.R-- fATICtXARS OP Till j 

INCAGEMKNT. 

In the meantime the Constitutional Govern- 
meiu at Vera Cruz had issued a proclamation, 
dcclnraing M irin a pirate, and authorizing who- 
ever should encounter him or his vessels in the 
waters of M xio, to capture them, as sailing 
piratically, in violation of the law of nations. 

What day the steamers left Sisal we. ire not in- 
formed, but they made their appearance off Vera 
Cruz about noon on the lith. They were imme- ! 
diately signaled from ti e castle as suspicious ves- j 
sels, and the news circulated rapidly through the ! 
town, where it produced great excitement. 

In the meantime the steamer continued under 
full steam rai idly to advance. They passed be- 
hind the castles of San Juan de L'lna, in the di- . 
rectiou of Sacrificios, and finally r «n into An'oti 
Liz irdo, where a flag, previously raised by .Mir- 
amon, indicated the place of rendezvous. Mira- 
mon was at this time before Vera Cruz. 

The steamers hore no tla^s wh-itever when they 
passed the castle, nor di-l they hoist them either 
then or at Sacrificios, though they were ordered 
so to do, first by a shot from the fortress, and af- 
terwarks by the U. S. Sloop S avauuah. On the 
contrary, they then pas«ed boldly forward, cast- 
ing a look of defiance upon those who presumed 
to question them. 

The French, Spanish, and English vessels at 
Sacrificios did not notice the suspic ; ous steamers, 
or at least did not order them to show their col- 
o.n. 

Capt. Jams, of the sloop of war Savannah, is 
the senior U. S officer at Vera Cruz He saw j 
with his own eyes this contemptuous violation of 
the law of nations — two vessels of war armed to 
the teeth, passing coolly by without giving a sig- 
nal or hoisting her colors when ordered so to do — 
and took his course decidedly. 

He immediately ordered the sloop of- w*r Sara- 
toga, Opt. Turner, to go in pursuit of the steam- 
ers. The Saratoga, only carrying sail, was tow- 
ed down by the steamers [odianola, of this port, 
and the Wave, plying on the Mexican coast. 

The Marin steamers had just cast anchor, at 
Anton Ltzardo, when the Saratoga came up with 
them. They still had steam up, however, and 
seemed to have taken a position as if to put at 
once to sea in case of being overhauled. The 
Saratoga; however, seems to have taken them un- 
awares, though the moon was shining brightly, 
and at once took a position to cut off all retreat. 
Marin then prepared as if to cive fight. 

In the meantime, Capt. Turner dispatched a 
sma'l boat t > the stiamrts with a flag to demand i 
their nationality. Yarin fired upon it. The boat 
however, continued its cour-e; Marin fired upon 
it the second time. The Saratoga then launched 
a broadside upon the steamer, commanded in per 
son by Marin. This was the Gen. Miramon, and 
seemed best armed. She was piloted by a man 
named Flores, well known at Vera Cruz. 

The other steamer was c -mman'ted by one 
Capt. Sanchez, formerly of the Mexican war 
steamer Democrats, which he betrayed. 

One account says Marin fought, like a lion, 
but others lay that, on the opening of fire, both 
(teamen tried to run away. They were, however, 
intercepted by the Indianola and the Wave. 

It was, how ever, two or three o'clock in the 
morning before Marin surrendered. He was ta- 
ken on board the Saratoga. Nearly all the offi- , 
cers and crewa of both steamers were also raptur- 
. ed, either bv the Indianola or Wave, and taken 
HO to Vera Cruz, where they were distributed I 
between the Savannah, Saratoga, and Preble. 

The number of the wounded on board the two 
steamers was about thirty. They were taken on 
board the Sara'oga, and their wounds promptly 
dressed. Among the wounded was Capt. Flores, 
who has since had his arm amputated at Vera 
Cruz. 

The number of Americans wounded was three 
— one mortally. We have not learned his name, 
lie belonged to the Preble. 

A few of Marin's men made good their escape 
to the shore, but a number of Miramon 'a men, 
who h id already gone on board the steamers, 
wei e captured. 

Among these last captures wa a Miramon's prin- 
cipal agent, who is said to have hid himself in an 
obscure corner when the lirrig began, but had the 
misfortune after all to be badly wounded. 

The Gen. Miramon was very badly injured by 
the Saratoga's broadside, and only gotten afloat 
with difficulty. The Indianola also received sev- 
eral shots, but they did her no serious injury. 

S i soon aa the action commenced, the two 
steamers hoisted the Spanish flag. 

After the arrival in Vera Cruz several of the 
prisoners made a public statement in which they 
detailed the history of the whole expedition. It 
does not differ from the above. They all testily 
that the Mexican flag was not raised until after 
both steamers left the port of Havana. 

THE ATTACK ON VERA CRCZ. 

While the firing was goirgon at Anton Lizar 
do, the enemy encamped before Vera Cruz seem 
to have caught the spirit and sallied out in sever- 
al small parties in the direction of the town. 

They had, during the whole day and evening, 
been riding about on the sand hills, coolly survey- 
ing the city. 

About midnight they made a descent upon the 
first and second lines, between the railroad and 
Huaca, where they were received with a good 
cannonading, and, after about twenty minutes, re- 
tired. 

They seem to have had only a few small pieces 
with them, nor was the number of men great. It 
appears to have been only a union of several 
small scouting parties, who caught the spirit of 
the cannonading in the distance, and thought 
they would see what they could do before the 
town. 

ACTUAL STATE OF THINGS AT VERA CRUZ. 

At last accounts Miramon was still encamp- 
ed before the citv, anu hail served upon the for- 
eign representatives the usual notices of his inten- 
tion to bombard it. Whether, however, he has 
now the means, since thecapturcof his steamers, 
seems, a matter of doubt. 



AH agree, however, that up to the latest ad- 
vices be still threatened the city No one, how- I 
ever, seems to believe he will take it. Mir.imon 
has with him a huge number of very fine cavalry, 
which is constantly parading on the sand hills. 



Washington Items. 

Washington, March 99b — The Post office com- 
mittee of the House this morning, after a two 
days' argument, resolved, with but one dissenting j 
voice, that the inland postal service of ti e coun- 
try should be re.-tored to its condition on fhe 3d 
of March, and instructed the. ir chairman to 

prepare mid report a bill for that purpose to a 
special meeting of that committee to-morrow. 

From present inuicalions the Pacific Railroad 
committee of the House will probably reconsider 
a: their meeting on Monday the vote in favor of 
one road. 

The Cabinet had a protracted sitting to-day, at 
which the capture of the Mexican ste.imers and - 
prisoners before Vera Cruz was much discussed. 
The President will not probably reply at once t-» . 
the Senate resolution calling for information re 
specting the capture of the Miramon steamers, 
the instructions to our naval force in the Gulf, 
&,c. Dispatches, with full infoimation as to the 
occurrtnee, are on their nay from New Orleans. 
The Preble will no doubt bring further authentic 
information. 

The Representatives and Senators from Ala- 
bama, Missis-ippi, and South Carolina had their 
last conference yesterday, and decided that, in 
view of the two national convent ions which are 
about to assemble, it was advisable to postpone 
the Atlanta Conference uutil after the Presiden- 
tial election. 

The Instruction I which were a few days ago 
given to Mr. Mcl,ane, and through him to our 
Naval officers, will not be communicated, because 
tl.ey have not been acted upon, but probably 
there were no instructions which rould bear upon , 
the case of the capture, because there had been 
no opportunity to send out any for a month past. 
The captures were not made under any instruc- 
tions, for it could not have been anticipated. 

Tin- Senators and members, together with Gen. 
Foibes Britten, anpe .red I el'ore the House Mili- 
tary committee to-day, and urged with great 
vehemence the appropriation of a million and a 
quarter of dcliurs for the Texas mounted regi- 
ment. The committee adjourned until to-mor- 
row, when the subject will be again renewed 
a> d some definite action will be had. The im- 
pression prevails that they w ill decide adversely 
to it, inasmuch as the President and Secretary of 
War have neither of them recommended it. 

General Pomeroy arrived here yesterday from 
Atchison, Kansas, in three days, the quickest trip 
ever made from that Territory to this city, and 
was accomplished ny the new line of railroad just 
opened between Atchison and St. Joseph , where 
connection is made with the Illinois roads. 

Washington, Maich 21. — The following call 
has been furnished here for publication to mor- 
row: 

W ashington, March 2.Y — The members of the 
Democratic National Committee are requested to 
meet in Washington on Thursday, April 5th, for 
consultation on important business. A full and 
prompt attendance is desired.

The cl itnur for a change 
continues un ihated from different sections. There 
is some talk among individual delegates now here 
of an informal call upon the several State dole- 
gates to confer at the same lime with the Dem- 
ocratic National Committee on the above named 
subject.

II ATS AND CAPS. 
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The War in .TIrxico. 

On looking over our files of Vera Cruz papers, 
we find some interesting particulars ol the pro- 
gress of Ihe war, and the prospects of pai ties in 
the interior of the country. 

The reported capture of Z icatecas and Aguas 
Calientes is confirmed. These two important ( 
cities are the capitals, respectively, of the States 
boaring the same name. Zaoetecet was captured 
on the 'Jill of February by the Liberal lorces, uu- , 
der Gorzalez Ortega. There was DO resistance, 
the Centralists under Silveno Ramirez, having 
evacuated the place without firing a shot. Rami 
rez fled precipitately towards San Luis Potosi, t 
pursued by Ortega. On the l.'lth there was a [ 
slight encounter of outposts at Salinas. Rami- 
rez's forces were much reduced by desertion, tn- 

tint detachment!, with their officers, having aban- 
doned htm. 

Ortega, despairing of overtaking Ramirez, ] 
abandoned the pursuit, and turned southward, in 
the direction of Aguas Calientes, which city he 
entered on the K>ili, taking possession in the 
name of the Constitutional Government. He 
immediately installed the Legislature ol the State. 
On the 18th, Ortega again took Up his march for 
Zacatecaa, whence he w ould proceed to assist Gar 
Be and Hinojoea in their operations against San 
Luis. Al last dates Garza was at Tula, waiting 
for reinforcements from Zacatecns o< New Leon. 

Jose Vazquez Prada, Nicanor Arozlegm, and 
Carlos del Huyo, have been imprisoned at Zaoa- 
tecas, for having given aid to the Reactionary 
party. Seuor Aroztegni, who had protested 
against the .McLaue treaty, has been removed 
Irom the office of Superintendent of the Mint at 
Zacatccas 

On the Slh of February, 550 cavalry, said to 
have been well mounted and perfectly armed and 
disciplined, and commanded by the Spaniard 
Florentino Lopez, were completely routed by the 
Liberalists under Pedro Hiuojosa, near San Juan 
de Vanegas. 

Another party of S00 Reactionists, which had 
sallied out from San Luis, under Cilvo, was also 
attacked and routed. 

Zuazua was marching southward from Mon- 
terey, with 2,0'JO men and two batteries of ar- 
tillery. 

The city of Durango had fallen into the hands 
of a band of robbers and maletactors — so they are 
called by the Liberalists — commanded by a man 
named Cajet), and acting in the interest of the 
Church party. 

The Liberalists, at last accounts, were still be 
sieging Villa Juarez, in Oajacu. — iVric Orleans 
Picayune.

New ORLEANS, March 94, — The schooner Vir- 
ginia Antoinette has arrived below with Vera 
Cruz advices to the evening of the 15th inst., one 
day later.
